TIDAL WAVE OF CRIME 
SWEEPING NEW YORK 


Eight Murders Committed in a 
Month and No One 
Arrested. 


New York, January 31.—The tide of 
crime with unapprehended perpetrators 
which has swept New York during the 
last month will be checked if deter- 
mined measures by the police depart- 
ment heads will accomplish it. 

Today 200 detectives, after listening 
to a long discourse from Inspector Mc- 
Cafferty on the extraordinary situation 
created by eight murders within a 
month and little progress made in run- 
ning down the criminals, started on a 
campaign to end the feeling of com- 
parative security with which certain 
sections Qf the criminal classes seem 
to have become imbued. 

The climax Was reached with the 
murder of Moses Gootman, a manufac- 
turer, and the serious wounding of 
Gootman’s son, Isaac, at their apart- 
ments in Fast One Hundred and Ninth 
street. While robbery was at first be- 
lieved to have been the motive for the 
crime, the detectives today were look- 
ing into the case in the belief that 
Gootman knew the man who shot him.

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PRODUCTS OF FARM

Chicago, January 31.—A doubling 
of the present production of farm sta- 
ples in sight, according to Professor 
B. C. Buffum, of Worland, Wyo.; who 
is @ ploneer in the science of seed 
breeding. 

“We already have practically dov- 
bled the yield of corn by selection and 
plant breeding,” said Professor Buffum 
yesterday. “But we need not stop with 
corn, aS we can deal with all other 
erops in a similar way. The reason 
that this has not been done earlier 
is that plant-breeding has been util- 
ized heretofore mainly for ‘the pro- 
duction of cubfosities. Men - who 
brought out anything new were call- 
ed ‘wizards.’ Few saw any practical 
value in what was being done. Much 
was aecomplished in an esthetic way 
with reference to improvements in 
flowers, but the great farm crops were

But It Has a Substitute. 
New Prison Rules Were 
Adopted. 


The stockade has been abolished. 

But it has a very dusty substitute 
in the shape of the “city prison.” 

At its meeting yesterday afternoon 
the prison committee of council adopt- 
ed a set of rules for the guidance of 
the superintendent of the place once 
known as the “stockade,” and in mak- 
ing up the rules the word “stockade” 
was stricken every time and the words 
“city prison” substituted. 

The committee adopted rules that 
number some thirty-odd and that 
cover six closely typewritten pages. 

One important rule was for the 
prison physician to have charge of 
the prisoners at the police barracks 
as well as the city prison.

Indianapolis, Ind., January 31.—-The 
joint scale conference between the 
operators of bituminous coal mines in 
western Pennsylvania, Ohio and Indi- 
ana and the organized mine workers 
of these states, appointed for tomor- 
row at Toledo, was postponed by the 
eonventton of the United Mine work- 
ers of America, in session in this city, 
tonight. The convention had not com- 
pleted its business. Its officials hope 
its action on committee reports shall 
have been finished tomorrow and the 
miners’ representatives then can pro- 
ceed to Toledo for the conference. 

The convention today adopted the 
report of its wage scale committee de- 
manding a wage increase for pick and 
machine mining of 10 cents a ton and 
an equivalent increase for workmen 
inside and outside of mines, and stip- 
ulating that mined coal shall be 
weighed before screened and paid for 
on that basis. 

Contracts in all the bituminous coal 
flelds of the United States and Canada 
are to be made on this scale this year 
and no district will be permitted to 
sign a contract until all have nego- 
tiated the uniform agreement with the 
operators. ‘The miners’ purpose, as ex- 
pressed in the convention, is that if 
there is to be a strike: it shall be a 
national strike.

Bar- 
rett and other Farmers’ Union leaders 
in the interest of the campaign to 
suppress gambling in the products of 
the farm. 
Senator Clay's Views. 

In discussing this great moral and 
economic issue, Senator Clay said: 

“The most important legislation that 
congress could possibly enact at this 
time would be to*pass a law that will 
destroy for all time gambling in food- 
stuffs. cotton and other products of 
agriculture. There is no reasonable 
excuse for the price of cotton jump- 


ing up or down 2 cents in one dav 


Are | A business in which $500,000 may be 


won or lost in twenty minutes almost 
any day in the year is a bad business. 
I believe public sentiment ts over- 
in favor of the passage 
of such a law as will prohibit such bus- 
iness. 

“It is a difficult question to handle 
in a legal and constitutional way. But 
from the talks I have had with sena- 
tors since my return, I am convinced 
there ts a strong sentiment in the sen- 
ate in favor of putting an end to this 
evil. 

Immediate Action Needed. 

“The president Has declared in favor 
of such legislation and the recent dis- 
closures as to the conduct of the New 
York cotton exchange have made the 
country realize the necessity of im- 
mediate action. The best opinion I 
have ever read on this subject was 
delivered by Senator George, of Mis- 
sissippi.

New York, January 31.—The cotton 


market was quiet, but 
steadier today, as there was nothing 
in the news to confirm Saturday's ru- 
mors of an easier spot situation in 
the south, and the close was steady 
at a net advance of 6@14 points. 

The opening was steady at a de- 
cline of 5 points to an advance of 2 
points, near positions being low gr, 
while late months were relatively firm 
on numerous reports from the south- 
west, claiming that the precipitation 
so far this winter had not been suf- 
ficient to put a good season in the 
ground in view of thé abnormally dry 
weather of the preceding 
months. Local professionals took the 
short side-.at the start, and there was 
some iregularity during the early ses- 
sion, but prices gradually improved 
on trade buying and a demand from 
foreign houses. - The south did.a lit- 
tle selling here during the early trad- 
ing, but the offerings were not ag- 
gressiwe enough to suggest an easier 
spot situation and the market grad- 
ually firmed up during the afternoon 
when early sellers turned to cover and 
found wery little cotton offering 
around ‘the ring. After advancing to 
14.39 fdr March and 14.48 for May, or 
15 to 18 points net higher, realizing 
caused a slight reaction, the close be- 
ing a few points off from the best, 
with March at 14.35 and May at 14.4}. 
Private wires received from various 
interior points during the day report- 
no weakness on the part of inte- 
rior holders, and southern spot mar- 
Kets as officially reported eariv were 
unchanged. The aituation in Texas 
with reference to new crop prospects 
is attracting a great deal of attention 
in the trade at -the moment, as that 
state is larzely looked to for such in- 
erease as there may be in the yield.
